PRICE LEVEL RISE 

The cost of imports would have 
heen stepped up by a 40 per cent.

nal price level -would have risen 
and the cost of financing loans 
payable in foreign centres would 
have been increased, he submitted. | 

He estimated that if an internal} 
price level comparable to that in| 
Australia had been maintained the 
retail price difference would have 
absorbed on the prairies $37,000,000 | 
a year of the $47,000,000 benefits| 
claimed to the wheat growers, 


TWO ASSUMPTIONS 

“The estimate of $47,000,000 rests 
on two assumptions,” said Prof. | 
Taylor. “First, that Canadian de-| 
valuation by 40 per cent would not 
have affected the sterling price of 
wheat and, second, 


that deliberate 
devaluation by Canada to this ex-| 
tent would not have affected thej| 
monetary policies of Australia, Ar-| 
ger tine and other wheat exporting | 
cou itries All the available evi- 
dence tends to show that neither of 
these assumptions is sound.” 

If devaluation would have had 
the effect Manitoba suggested, in- 
creasing production would have re- 
ulted, thus aggravating the wheat 
problem, he contended. Monetary 
policy, like trade policy, had to be 
considered as a whole. This was 
especially true when claims were 
being made for disabilities resulting 
rom government policy, since no 
policy had an equal effect on the 
whole country.

The latter has a 
fixed gold ratio but it is purely theoretical, 
since nobody can take a dollar to the U.S. 
treasury and get gold for it. These three 
countries are definitely on a managed 
currency basis, only nominally related to 
gold. 

The pegged price of the franc is now 
179 to the British pound, which works out 
at 2.79 cents per franc in United States 
money. That is the minimum, which the 
French Government will presumably pay 
for gold—as the United States Govern- 
ment buys gold but won't sell it- The idea 
is to establish a “bottom” below which the 
franc will not sink. 

As explained in communications to 
London and Washington, the aim of 
Premier Daladier is that “the franc shall 
eventually achieve a level corresponding 
to its economic position.’ That is to say, 
he hopes the processes of exchange will 
keep the franc up to this official ratio. 

The admission of course is that trade, 
not gold, fixes the actual value of money. 
The admission is the more pointed because 
France, as long as it could, clung to the 
gold standard “whence all but it had fled.”

World Wheat Situation 

Wheat seeding is well under way in Western 
Canada, moisture reserves are greatly improved 
with recent years and, given sea- 
é rains during growing the 
present outlook is for a crop of comparatively 
normal proportions. But what of its disposition? 
With many former markets closed or partially 
closed by restrictions which were imposed dur- 
ing the depression, there has been some alarm 
as to the possible effects of a large crop in Can- 
ada. It must be self evident, however, that re- 
cent crops have been inadequate, that exports 
have been largely from carry-over and that in 
order to maintain a fair volume of exports, larg- 
er Canadian crops must be harvested. World 
supplies are at a low level and it will require a 
fairly large crop in Canada to restore the re- 
serves of Canada and of the world to normal 
proportions. 

The international movement of wheaf was 
declined drastically in volume—falling from a 
peak of 947 million bushels in 1928-29 to 523 
million in 1935-36, the average for the period 
being 718 million bushels. In 1936-37 actual 
shipments comprised 609 million bushels; a fur- 
ther decline during the current year has again 
reduced shipments to a level estimated at about 
500 n yn bushels. For example, in the five 
crop years 1923-24 to 1927-28, France, Germany, 
Italy and Czéchoslovakia imported an average 
of 224 million bushels of wheat; in 1928-29 the 
total rose 249 million bushels. During the 
past four crop years, 1933-34 to 1936-37, the 
average importation fell to 35 million bushels 
and for the current season 1937-38, requirements 
are placed at 56 million bushels.

*BROILED STEAK: First remove all fat from 
the steak, as the fat spluttering upon the lean 
part during broiling will toughen it against the 
digestive juices. Place under flame for only a 
few seconds and then turn quickly. Continue 
turning every few minutes until cooked as de- 
sired. The object of this quick turning at the 
start is to get both sides of the steak seared as 
soon as possible and thus avoid losing the juice 
which would otherwise run away immediately if 
the underside of the steak became hot before be- 
ing seared. Steak may be eaten rare, medium, 
or well done, as preferred, for digestion is aided 
by a greater flow of gastric juice when meat is 
cooked to the degree most relished by the indi- 
vidual. 

Sirloin steak on account of its tenderness, is 
generally used for broiling, although round steak 
may be broiled under the flame if it is properly 

ammered beforehand, so that the connective 
tissue is well broken down.

bushels. During the five previous seasons when 
wheat harvests had likewise been disappointing, 
exports had fallen off considerably but had 
averaged 203 million bushels as against a long 
term average of 252 million bushels and peak 
shipments of 408 million bushels from the 
bumper crop harvested in 1928. Exports this 
season reached a total of 71 million bushels on 
April 15, but with the opening of navigation on 
the St. Lawrence route more activity is usual 
and increased shipments of Canadian wheat 
may be anticipated so that all supplies available 
will be moved by the end of the crop year. This 
will further reduce the carry-over from the 
total of 37 million bushels reported on August 
1, 1937, to approximately 30 million bushels, 
a large proportion of which will comprise dur- 
um rather than bread wheat. This will be the 
smallest carry-over reported since 1925 and 
considerably below the average of 53 million 
bushels for the five years 1924 to 1928. Seeding 
operations for the 1938 crop have made good 
progress. Quite substantial areas of the west- 
ern Canadian wheat belt received good supplies 
of moisture during the past autumn and winter, 
and conditions now existing are much more 
favorable for wheat production than they have 
been for some years 

Favorable prospects for the crop of 1938 have 
raised the question as to where the wheat is to 
be marketed. As stated in the January 
of this Monthly Letter, “The main requirements 
of the British market for food products are 
standard quality and constant flow of supplies.” 
This is as true of wheat as of other food products 
and of other importing countries as of Great 
Britain. Total exports of 90 million bushels for 
the present crop year cannot be considered sat- 
isfactory. They fall considerably short of ful- 
filling the demand for Canadian wheat in im- 
porting countries even in years of smal] world 
import demand. It is officially recognized that 
it is vital to the interest of Canada to have at 
least 200 million bushels of wheat available for 
export in each crop year. Without sales of this 
magnitude, Canada does not take full advan- 
tage of the possibilities of existing markets. With 
world reserves at an abnormally low level and 
with the Canadian carry-over reduced to ap- 
proximately 30 million bushels, Canada is justi- 
fied in looking to the improvement in western 
soil conditions with optimism. A norma) yield 
in 1938, with an acreage similar to that of 1937, 
should be considered extremely desirable.—

He said it was possible more 
time than necessary was taken 
up in preliminary studies but co- 
operation was something new 
and a fund of knowledge and ex- 
perience had been accumulated 


which would permit of more 
rapid progress from now on than 
would otherwise have been 
possible. 

Agreements between the two 
companies for 11 different aban- 


donments totalling between 400 and 
500 miles of line were now actively 
in hand. So far some 40 miles had
